ANNOUNCEMENT 


This  Monday  Elaine  Noble  officially 
announced  her  candidacy  for  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  House  of  Representatives. 

Running  as  a  Democrat  in  a  newly  cre¬ 
ated  district,  Ms.  Noble  filed  state  pri¬ 
mary  nomination  papers  at  the  State 
House.  Results  returned  from  the  nomin¬ 
ation  filing  deadline  at  City  Hall  indicate 
that  the  five  candidates,  including  Elaine 
Noble,  will  be  seeking  the  Democratic 
Party  nomination  on  Sept.  10  —  the  pri¬ 
mary  election. 

Candidates  filing  papers  must  have  a 
minimum  signature  count  of  1 50:  2 1 0  is 
the  maximum  number  of  qualified  signa¬ 
tures  reviewable.  Of  those  individuals 
submitting  nomination  papers,  Elaine 
Noble  was  the  only  candidate  who  reach- 


men,  and  over  73%  of  the  households  in¬ 
clude  only  one  person.  Therefore,  the 
majority  of  people  who  live  in  Suffolk  Six 
belong  to  one  or  more  minority  groups. 

A  neighborhood  resident  said  this  of  • 
Elaine  Noble:  “I  figured  she  knew  what 
she  was  talking  about  and  understood  peo¬ 
ple.  You  know,  you  have  to  understand 
people  to  represent  them.” 

Elaine,  who  has  lived  in  the  newly  cre¬ 
ated  district  for  seven  of  her  eleven  years 
in  the  Boston  area,  is  a  member  of  the 
Governor’s  Commission  on  the  Status  of 
Women,  and  serves  on  the  commission’s 
health  and  education  task  forces. 

A  lesbian  feminist,  Ms.  Noble  was  one 
of  the  first  directors  of  the  Massachusetts 
Women’s  Political  Caucus.  She  has  testi- 


ed  the  maximum  210  figure.  Reliable 
sources  project  that  of  the  650  signatures 
filed  by  Ms.  Noble,  250  to  300  would 
qualify  for  consideration.  Helene  Johnson 
came  closest  to  Ms.  Noble’s  total  with  203 
valid  signatures. 

Suffolk  Six,  the  newly  created  district, 
includes  Back  Bay,  most  of  Kenmore 
Square,  and  the  Fenway  area.  Approxi¬ 
mately  60%  of  the  area  residents  are  wo- 


fied  and  lobbied  at  State  House  commit¬ 
tee  hearings  for  legislation  in  the  fields  of 
child  care,  women’s  rights,  sexual  privacy, 
and  rent  control  for  minorities  and  the 
elderly.  She  has  also  endorsed  employ¬ 
ment  and  housing  rights  for  the  blind. 

Elaine  Noble  graduated  from  Boston 
University  in  1966;  she  holds  a  master’s 
degree  from  Emerson  College  and  was

I974’s  Gay  Pride  Week  got  off  to  a 
rousing  start  last  Saturday  as  an  estimated 
1000  people  showed  up  at  Copley  Square 
to  march  through  the  streets  of  Boston  in 
an  expression  of  gay  unity  and  power. 
Marchers  met  at  noon  in  Copley  Square, 
and  set  off  at  12:30  p.m.  down  Dart¬ 
mouth  St. 

The  parade  included  few  in  drag  and  a 
number  of  floats  and  cars,  including  a 
papier-mache  lavender  rhino  (now  residing 
at  the  Charles  Street  Meetinghouse),  and 
a  “chinese  dragon”  rhino  that  was  20 
yards  long  and  consisted  of  about  eight 
people.  GCN  had  an  automobile  carrying 
its  birthday  cake  (which  measured  approx¬ 
imately  3’x2’x2’),  and  its  banner  featured 
News  Editor  Ellen  B.  Davis  leaping  red¬ 
faced  around  it.  Other  local  and  out-of- 
town  groups  carried  banners,  too.  Both 
New  Hampshire  and  Maine  were  repre¬ 
sented,  as  was  Worcester.  Local  organiza¬ 
tions  with  banners  included  DOB,  Homo- 
phile  Center  Health  Service,  HUB,  Gay 
Media  Action,  Metropolitan  Community 
Church,  Conference  74:  An  Amazon  Ex¬ 
pedition.  ' 

The  parade  moved  down  Dartmouth  to 
Commonwealth  Ave.,  then  took  a  right 
onto  Arlington,  circling  the  Public  Garden 
and  making  the  day  memorable  for  unsus¬ 
pecting  tourists  fresh  off  the  swan  boats. 
DOB  President  Sheri  Barden,  bullhorn  in 
hand,  led  chants  of  “Gay  Power,”  “Gay 
Pride,”  “three-five-seven-nine,  lesbians  are 
mighty  fine.”  As  the  DOB  banner  passed 


the  Garden.  President  Barden  called  for 
citizens  watching  to  join  -  “We  know 
you’re  gay,  your  mother  knows  you’re  gay, 
come  out  of  the  bushes  and  into  the 
streets.” 

Things  got  noisier  as  the  marchers 
moved  down  Charles  St.,  past  the  Charles 
Street  Meetinghouse,  as  a  group  of  men 
began  to  chant  “two-four-six-eight,  how 
do  you  know  your  husband’s  straight?” 

.  Then  it  was  back  up  Cambridge  St.,  past 
smiling  Sporters-goers  and  impassive  fire¬ 
men  staring  out  firehouse  windows  to  Tre- 
mont  St.  and  through  throngs  of  Satur¬ 
day  shoppers.  And,  finally,  to  the  Com-

OPENING  TO  THE  LEFT 


About  one  hundred  people  attended  a 
panel  discussion  and  forum  sponsored  by 
the  Socialist  Workers  Party  Friday  night 
on  the  state  of  the  gay  movement  in  New 
York  and  New  England,  Participants  in 
the  panel  were  Elaine  Noble,  candidate  for 
the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives;  Judith  Sands,  review  editor  of 
“Focus”;  Sally  Rees  of  the  GSO  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire;  Tom  Dot- 
ton  of  the  Worcester  Gay  Union;  Louis 
Kelley  of  SAGA  (Seacoast  Area  Gay  Alli¬ 
ance  of  New  Hampshire);  Wayne  Hieber 
of  the  SWP  and  the  New  York  City  GAA 
and  Ed  Tynan  of  GCN  and  Gay  Media 
Action.  Chairing  the  discussion  was  Diana 
Travis  of  the  SWP,  former  co-moderator 
of  “Gay  Way”  with  Elaine  Noble. 

Ed  Tynan  began  the  discussion  by  des¬ 
cribing  this  year’s  plans  for  Gay  Pride 
Week  and  by  urging  everyone  present  to 
come  to  the  parade.  He  also  spoke  of  the 
necessity  of  overcoming  sexism  within  the 
gay  movement  and  regretted  the  lack  of  a 
radical  gay  organization  open  to  men. 

Judith  Sands  offered  an  account  of  the 
founding  and  early  functioning  of  the  Gay 
Academic  Union,  which  she  said  is  the 
only  professional  organization  she  knows 
that  admits  students  as  members.  Among 
the  GAU’s  major  goals  she  listed  the  pro¬ 
moting  of  gay  studies  courses,  the  reintro¬ 
duction  of  important  works  now  out  of 
print,  legal  assistance  for  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  threatened  with  loss  of  jobs  and  ally¬ 
ing  with  students  in  the  setting  up  of  gay 
student  organizations. 

Sally  Rees  and  Louis  Kelley  described 
the  developing  gay  movement  in  New 


Hampshire,  with  Rees  commenting  on  the 
many  difficulties  experienced  by  the  UNH 
GSO  at  the  hands  of  the  perfidious  Mel- 
drim  Thomson  and  William  Loeb,  and 
Kelley  sketingfin  the  purposes  of  the 
newly  formed  SAGA,  a  more  politically 
oriented  group  that  so  far  is  active  chiefly 
in  Portsmouth  and  that  he  hopes  will  help 
elect  a  more  liberal  governor. 

The  local  development  least  familiar  to 
most  people  at  the  forum  was  the  campaign 
by  the  Worcester  Gay  Union  for  a  muni¬ 
cipal  ordinance  to  protect  gay  people  from 
discrimination  at  least  in  the  areas  of  hous¬ 
ing  and  employment,  a  campaign  which 
Tom  Dotton  pointed  out  has  made  sur¬ 
prising  progress  despite  the  copping  out  of 
many  liberals  and  a  lack  of  help  from  gay 
groups  in  New  York  and  Boston.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Dotton,  only  the  Legislative  Black 
Caucus  and  the  Worcester  SWP  have  been 
of  such  assistance;  he  singled  out  for  criti¬ 
cism  the  purportedly  very  liberal  Mike  Du¬ 
kakis,  who  is  also  well  known  by  now  for 
his  “separate  but  equal”  stand  on  school 
integration,  and  Gov.  Sargent,  who  it  ap¬ 
pears  believes  strongly  in  home  rule  and 
has  consequently  declined  to  intervene. 

Easily  the  best  known  of  the  evening’s 
speakers  was  legislative  candidate  Elaine 
Noble,  who  took  note  of  the  improved 
relationship  between  the  women’s  move¬ 
ment  and  some  socialist  groups  for  which 
many  women  once  felt  merely  distrust. 
Asking  herself  what  attitudes  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  most  useful  in  promoting  the 
rights  of  women,  gay  people,  black  people, 
the  poor  and  other  “minorities.”  she 
stressed  patience,  good  will  and  humor

awarded  a  master’s  degree  in  Education 
from  Harvard  University  this  year.  For 
the  last  four  years  she  has  taught  speech 
and  phonetics  at  Emerson  College. 

She  is  a  member  of  the  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  University  Professors,  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  and  National  Speech  Associa¬ 
tions,  the  Neighborhood  Association  of 
the  Back  Bay,  Friends  of  the  Public  Gar¬ 
dens,  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
of  Boston,  and  the  National  Organization 
for  Women. 

Ms.  Noble  has  served  as  a  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  member  of  the  Homophile  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Service  of  Boston.  As  a 
community  service  of  HCHS,  Elaine  helped 
to  produce  and  moderate  the  radio  show 
“Gay  Way.”  “Gay  Way”  is  currently  aired 
on  WBUR  (90.9  FM)  on  Thursday  nights 
from  nine  to  ten  as  a  public  service  of 
Boston  University.  Replacing  Elaine  on 
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the  show  is  Ann  Maguire,  star  co-moder¬ 
ator.  Ann  is  assisting  Ms.  Noble  with  her 
election  as  campaign  manager. 

Elaine  has  been  active  in  neighborhood 
issues.  As  a  member  of  the  Neighborhood 
Association  of  the  Back  Bay,  she  is  pro¬ 
testing  the  granting  of  more  liquor  licenses 
in  the  Back  Bay.  In  a  City  Hall  hearing  on 
Tuesday,  June  25,  Ms.  Noble  will  be  fight¬ 
ing  the  acquisition  of  an  additional  liquor 
license  by  the  restaurant  L-Ananas. 

Many  local  residents,  including  Elaine, 
are  working  against  announced  plans  to 
make  the  Martin  Milmore  School  play¬ 
ground  into  a  parking  lot,  servicing  Fen¬ 
way  Park  during  the  baseball  season. 

Noble  campaign  headquarters  are  lo¬ 
cated  at  78  Queensbury  St.  The  candidate 
is  asking  for  public  support  in  staffing  the 
office.

mon.  Flitting  about  all  the  while  was  a 
fairy,  adorned  in  black  tights  and  green 
wings,  dancing  for  startled  motorists  and 
passe  rsby. 

The  parade  had  little  trouble  with  traf¬ 
fic,  as  police  cleared  the  way  and  brought 
up  the  rear.  Cambridge  St.  was  the  scene 
of  a  brief,  almost  light-hearted  squabble 
between  a  frustrated  motorist  and  a  few 
determined  marchers  who  wouldn’t  get 
out  of  his  way.  The  motorist  lost  and  let 
the  parade  pass. 

At  the  Common,  marchers  moved  to 
the  gazebo,  as  the  GCN  birthday  cake  was 
brought  forward.  Parade-goers  and  others 
collected  on  the  Common  sang  “Happy 
Birthday”  to  GCN  and  the  giant  cake  was 
cut  and  distributed  throughout  the  crowd. 
Gay  Pride  Week  announcements  followed. 
Then  Elaine  Noble,  candidate  for  State 
Representative  from  Suffolk  Six,  spoke  to 


the  gathered  throng  of  about  1500-1700. 
She  announced  that  she  is  officially  on  the 
ballot,  and  that  her  petitions  got  more 
signatures  than  any  other  candidate. 

After  that,  the  crowd  settled  in,  danc¬ 
ing  to  Lilith  and  enjoying  the  Common. 
Halfway  through  Lilith’s  set  the  rain  be¬ 
gan,  and  soon  turned  into  a  downpour,  as 
people  ran  for  cover,  and  official  Gay 
Pride  Week  activities  adjourned  to  the 
Charles  Street  Meetinghouse. 

In  spite  of  the  rain,  the  parade  was  a 
success.  Some  noted  its  quietness,  com¬ 
pared  to  last  year’s.  But,  as  one  veteran 
commented,  “It  was  quieter  than  last 
year,  but  there  was  a  solidarity  in  the 
community.  In  fact,  there  was  a  commu¬ 
nity  marching.  Different  factions,  differ¬ 
ent  views,  yes.  But  we  got  together  as  a 
community  for  the  parade.  It  was  beau¬ 
tiful.” 


N.  Y.  C.  Parade 


Last  year  15,000  to  20,000  people 
joined  the  Christopher  Street  Liberation 
Day  March,  commemorating  the  events  of 
June,  1969,  when  the  Stonewall  Inn  was 
victimized  by  a  police  raid.  Gay  people 
fought  back  -  and  the  modern  gay-liber¬ 
ation  movement  was  born.  This  year, 
sparked  by  their  anger  at  the  defeat  of 
New  York  City’s  Gay  Civil  Rights  Bill, 
many  more  gay  women  and  men  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  participate. 

For  each  new  person  marching  this 
year  the  event  will  be  more  than  the  ex¬ 
pression  of  community  pride;  it  will  be  a 
giant  leap  toward  freedom.  For  those  new 
marchers  that  step  off  the  sidewalk  ex¬ 
poses  them  to  the  eyes  of  the  world  from 
which  they  have  been  forced  to  hide. 

The  June  30  march,  which  assembles 
at  Sheridan  Square  at  1 1 :00  a.m.,  and 
moves  up  Sixth  Avenue  to  a  3:00  p.m. 
festival  at  the  Central  Park  Mall,  will  be 
joined  by  gay  groups  from  New  YOrk 
State  and  the  entire  eastern  seaboard,  in¬ 
cluding  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh, 
Connecticut,  New  Jersey  and  Washington, 


D.C.  These  include  political  organizations 
like  Lesbian  Feminist  Liberation,  Gay  Ac¬ 
tivist’s  Alliances  of  New  York  and  New 
Jersey,  the  National  Gay  Task  Force;  reli¬ 
gious  groups  including  The  Unitarian  Gay 
Caucus,  The  Metropolitan  Community 
Church,  The  Gay  Synagogue  and  Dignity 
(Gay  Catholics);  gay  bars  and  other  places 
of  entertainment;  college  groups,  Commu¬ 
nity  services;  special  interest  groups  like 
The  Gay  Academic  Union  and  Gay  Veter¬ 
ans  Action;  and  a  motorcycle  club. 

Speakers  at  the  Central  Park  Festival 
will  include  Paul  Breton  of  Baltimore,  of 
The  National  New  Orleans  Memorial 
Fund;  Dr.  Bert  Hansen  of  The  Gay  Aca¬ 
demic  Union;  Dr.  Franklin  Kameny,  a 
gay-movement  pioneer  from  the  Matta- 
chine  Society  of  Washington;  Sara  Mont¬ 
gomery  of  Parents  of  Gays;  and  Nathalie 
Rockhill,  National  Coordination  Director 
of  The  National  Gay  Task  Force.

The  Eastern  Massachusetts  Chapter  of 
the  National  Organization  for  Women 
takes  the  occasion  of  the  Gay  Pride  Cele¬ 
bration,  June  21-30,  to  reaffirm  its  com¬ 
mitment  to  the  elimination  of  all  forms  of 
discrimination  based  on  sexual  preference. 

This  year  in  the  Massachusetts  Legisla¬ 
ture  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Chapter  of 
N.O.W.  sponsored  three  gay  rights  bills  in 
coalition  with  the  Homophile  Union  of 
Boston  and  the  Civil  Liberties  Union  of 
Massachusetts.  H2524  prohibiting  discrim¬ 
ination  on  the  basis  of  sexual  preference  in 
employment,  insurance,  credit  and  housing, 
and  H2525  prohibiting  discrimination  on 
the  basis  of  sexual  preference  in  public 
accommodations  received  favorable  reports 
by  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  La¬ 
bor  but  were  not  passed  by  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Legislature.  H2601  repealing  laws 
regulating  private  behavior  between  con¬ 
senting  adults  was  adversely  reported  by 
the  Judiciary  Committee. 

The  Eastern  Massachusetts  Chapter  of 
N.O.W.  will  continue  to  work  to  guaran¬ 
tee  the  civil  rights  of  all  Massachusetts  cit¬ 
izens  regardless  of  sexual  preference. 


WORCESTER  -  Last  Monday  the 
state’s  first  local  anti-gay  discrimination 
measure  moved  a  step  closer  to  adoption 
when  the  Worcester  City  Council’s  Human 
Resources' Committee  gave  official  back¬ 
ing  to  a  proposed  municipal  ordinance  to 
prohibit  discrimination  against  gays  in 
housing  and  employment. 

At'  the  conclusion  of  a  lengthy  public  .  ,  . 
hearing, "theCommittee,  composed  of  - 
City  Councilors  Carl’H.  Koontz  and  Bar¬ 
bara  C.  Kohin,  voted  to  amend  the  exist: 
ing  Worcester  Human  Rights  Commission 
charter  to  outlaw  discrimination  in  hous: 
ing  and  employment,  “On  the  basis  of 
sexual  preference  or  sexual  orientation.” 

Ms.  ttohin  recommended  simple  re¬ 
wording  of  the  Human  Rights  Charter  to 
ban  discrimination  in  “housing,  employ¬ 
ment,  recreation,  education,  consideration 
before  public  officials  and  public  accom¬ 
modations,”  but  Thomas  Dotton,  the  orig¬ 
inal  petitioner,  on  behalf  of  the  Worcester 
Gay  Union,  requested  the  focus  of  the  or¬ 
dinance  remain  limited  to  housing  and 
employment. 


Following  Carrots  and  Tomatoes,  Lou 
Crimmins  sang  a  set  of  her  own  and 
others’  songs,  accompanying  herself  on 
guitar.  Fresh  from  her  engagement  at  Cab¬ 
aret  (and  Carrots  and  Tomatoes ),  Lou  sang 
her  haunting  “Princess  of  the  Night,”  and 
the  powerful,  rending  “Womanshe,”  along 
with  Andy  Gillespie’s  “Wonder  Woman,” 
and  songs  by  Leonard  Cohen,  Dylan,  Cat 
Stevens.  The  set  ended  with  “Womanshe,” 
and  an  enthusiastic  audience  responded 
with  a  long  standing  ovation.  A  fitting 
ending  to  the  first  day  of  Gay  Pride  Week 
1974. 


CORRECTIONS

local  branch  of  the  Civil  Liberties  Union; 
Daniel  O’Rourke,  the  executive  director 
of  the  Human  Rights  Commission;  Allen 
Young;  Thomas  Dotton;  Elaine  Noble; 
Judith  Sessler;  Jolynne  Kanerva  of  the 
Worcester  Gay  Union,  and  Ellen  Gardner. 

Additional  statements  of  support  from 
various  religious,  social  service  and  profes¬ 
sional  organizations  were  also  read  into 
the  record.

Worcester 

Ordinance 

It  looks  as  if  an  old  Boston  landmark 
and  favorite  cruising  ground  for  gay  men 
is  about  to  become  the  latest  victim  of 
the  war  on  crime. 

Using  a  combination  of  federal  funds 
and  city  money,  the  Boston  Parks  and  Rec¬ 
reation  Department  is  undertaking  a  ma¬ 
jor  reconstruction  of  the  Back  Bay  Fens. 

In  an  article  in  last  Thursday’s  Globe, 
Bob  Sales  reported  that  defoliants  Ama- 
trol-T  and  Delapon  were  sprayed  on  the 
reeds  along  the  Muddy  River.  Winds 
spread  the  chemicals  to  the  Victory  Gar¬ 
dens,  killing  trees,  flowers  and  vegetables. 

Mr.  Morelli  of  the  Parks  Department 
said  the  action  was  taken  on  the  request  of 
area  residents  who  contend  that  the  reeds 
harbor  criminals  who  attack  women  and 
molest  children  in  the  park.  Although  no 
more  spraying  will  be  done,  the  depart¬ 
ment  intends  to  dredge  the  Muddy  River 
this  fall,  grade  the  banks  and  plant  grass 
to  the  water’s  edge.  Plans  for  the  area  in¬ 
clude  new  lighting  and  increased  police 


gay.  “shouldn’t -waste  the  taxpayers’ 
money,”  by  asking  government  to  make 
“life  easier  for  them." 

Within  minutes  after  Donnelly  finished 
speaking,  Koontz  and  Kohin  voice  voted  a 
favorable  committee  report  for  referral  to 
the  full  9-me,mber  City  Council  on  Tues¬ 
day,  July  16.  At  that  time  the  Council 
will  vote  to  publish  or  not  publish  the 
Human  Rights  charter  amendment.  If 
published,  the  amendment  will  stand  for 
a  two-week  mandatory  period  before  a 
final  vote  on  adoption. 

From  now  until  the  July  vote,  the  Wor¬ 
cester  Gay  Union  will  be  spending  its  time 
gathering  organizational  support  and 
strengthening  their  cases  of  alleged  anti¬ 
gay  discrimination  in  the  Worcester  area. 

In  a  related  matter,  the  Black  Caucus 
last  week  made  public  a  statement  on  gay 
rightg  addressed  to  the  Worcester  City 
Council.  Signed  by  Rep.  Mel  King  for  the 
entire  Caucus,  the  text  read,  “Concerned 
with  discrimination  against  any  segment 
of  our  society,  we,  the  members  of  the 
Legislative  Black  Caucus,  respectfully  urge 


cruising. 

Mrs.  Virginia  Hurley,  a  neighborhood 
resident  and  member  of  the  Garden  So¬ 
ciety,  said,  “I  was  one  of  the  prime  mov¬ 
ers  in  getting  those  reeds  removed.  They 
provide  cover  for  criminals.  It  is  not  safe, 
especially  for  children.”  When  asked  if 
she  thought  getting  rid  of  the  faggots 
were  an  underlying  reason,  she  replied, 

“No.  Gay  people  have  also  been  victims. 

I  myself  had  to  call  police  to  rescue  a  gay 
man  from  a  gang  of  thugs.  This  is  not  a 
gay  issue;  it  is  a  matter  of  safety  and  crime 
control.  Gay  people  should  not  have  to 
meet  in  the  reeds;  they  should  be  able  to 
meet  in  the  open.” 

Aside  from  the  crime  issue  there  is  the 
question  of  the  environment.  A  public 
hearing  was  held  last  Wednesday  on  the 
environmental  effects  of  the  proposed 
dredging.  Mr.  Morelli  stated  that  the 
Parks  department  bought  a  dredge  last 
Wednesday. 

In  addition  the  Back  Bay  Fens  are  list¬ 
ed  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places  and  federal  law  requires  that  plans 
be  filed  with  HUD  and  the  state  historical 
commission.  Mr.  Bill  Barry  of  HUD  and 
Mrs.  Amadon  of  the  Massachusetts  Histor¬ 
ical  Commission  say  that  has  not  yet  been 
done.  i.. 

Until  it  is  done  and  a  determination 
can  be  made  as  to  adverse  effects  no  work 
can  legally  proceed.

Other  events  for  the  lesbian  conference 
will  be  a  concert  by  Washington,  D.C., 
singer  Meg  Christian  on  July  12,  and  three 
performances  by  the  Lesbian  Science  Fic¬ 
tion  Liberation  Theater  on  July  24,  25, 

26.  Also,  a  number  of  other  activities  are 
being  planned,  including  an  arts  and  crafts 
show,  a  photography  exhibit,  an  auto¬ 
motive  workshop,  dances,  a  local  women’s 
music  festival,  women’s  films,  and  more.

been  turned  off.  People  were  getting  off 
on  their  gay  ness  and  the  gayness  of  the 
person  sitting  next  to  them  and  the  gay 
pride  that  created  a  silent  explosion  in  the 
Meetinghouse  that  night. 

As  one  traveled  through  gay  Boston 
Saturday  night  and  stopped  at  gay  haunts, 
the  Saints  most  specifically,  that  feeling, 
that  euphoria  was  present  but  a  bit  more 
intimate  as  women  that  might  have  just 
smiled  at  one  another  three  days  ago  were 
now  touching  and  somehow  creating  a 
stronger  sense  of  sisterhood. 

Somehow,  some  of  us  pragmatists  can’t 

help  wondering  if  the  spirit  of  Gay  Pride 
Week  is  sort  of  analogous  to  the  spirit  of 
Christmas.  That  time  of  year  when  we 
hold  store  doors  for  other  shoppers,  smile 
at  strangers  and  feel  an  inner  warmth 
through  the  December  chill.  With  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  January  2nd  people  start  letting 
doors  close  on  the  shoppers  behind,  smiles 
become  glazed  looks  and  the  battle  with 
winter  resumes,  the  warmth  being  doused. 

Cynics,  pessimists  and  pragmatists  be¬ 
ware!  There  is  a  promise,  a  vision,  of  that 
sense  of  community  that  made  its  appear¬ 
ance  on  Saturday  in  the  sunshine  and  later 
in  the  rain.  Something  other  than  just  an¬ 
other  Gay  Pride  Week  began.  From  our 
homosexual  union  a  community  has  been 
born!

Dear  GCN, 

As  a  regular  reader  of  GCN,  I  would  like 
to  express  my  great  appreciation  of  gay 
concerns  and  struggles. 

1  have  been  chairman  of  the  National 
Gay  Prisoners  Coalition  for  three  years  in 
the  federal  system.  Of  course  we  have  had 
many  struggles,  written  in  various  papers. 

At  present  ACLU  has  a  class  action  suit 
filed  against  federal  authorities  on  behalf 
of  all  gay  prisoners  in  the  Sexual  Privacy 
Project  and  gay  Bill  of  Rights  (Mr.  Paul 
Danels  c/o  ACLU  of  22  East  40th  St.. 

N.Y.C.,  N.Y.  10016).  The  N.G.P.C.  is 
recognized  by  several  state  prisons  and  is 
a  real  must  for  gay  prisoners  in  terms  of 
less  discrimination  and  improved  parole 
programs. 

The  main  thing  1  would  like  to  stress  in 
my  letter  to  you  and  the  staff  is  that  we 
appreciate  what  is  happening  to  our  broth¬ 
ers  and  sisters  outside.  But  why  is  a  prison 
gay  movement  always  played  down  by  our 
ever-loving  brothers  and  sisters?  There  are 
many  political  prisoners  in  federal  and 
state  prisons,  gay  organizers  that  feel  left 
out  because  we  are  fighting  our  own  bat¬ 
tle.  Seemingly  you  cannot  get  it  together 
outside,  while  progress  toward  unity  in¬ 
side  is  increasing.  Very  rarely  do  our  bro¬ 
thers  and  sisters  out  there  offer  their  dona¬ 
tions  to  help  the  needy  gay  behind  bars; 
but  are  more  concerned  with  buttons  and 
drinks,  etc.,  that  only  go  to  help  capitalistic 
government  running  their  prisons. 

The  Gay  Pride  Week  is  wonderful,  but 
I  never  hear  of  N.G.P.C.  mentioned  or 
brothers  such  as  Ernest  Valenzuela  (vice- 
chairman  of  the  National  Gay  Prisoners 
Coalition,  who  was  set-up  and  murdered) 
praised  for  the  struggle  to  keep  future  gays 
as  outside  people  fi;om  suffering  what  we 
have  encountered.  It  should  be  about  time 
that  your  real  gay  brothers  of  revolutionary 
movements  are  recognized,  instead  of  be¬ 


ing  shunned  and  our  poetry,  and  our  pleas 
for  financial  help,  legal  aid,  and  other 
needs  ignored. 

Just  remember,  the  brothers  and  sisters 
who  died  in  prison  for  the  gay  cause  were 
for  you  and  the  gay  rights  movement.  1 
believe  we  are  entitled  to  some  recogni¬ 
tion!

Gay  Pride  Week  1974  has  begun!  And 
like  no  other  in  the  past  a  sense  of  com¬ 
munity,  a  word  that  could  be  defined  with 
a  hundred  different  definitions,  seems  to 
represent  what  gay  sisters  and  sisters, 
brothers  and  brothers,  and  sisters  and  bro¬ 
thers  began  feeling  at  the  parade  on  Satur¬ 
day.  One  woman  in  the  crowd  com¬ 
mented,  “I  remember  last  year  when  this 
rag  Gay  Community  News  first  appeared, 
my  lover  brought  it  home  and  showed  it 
to  me.  My  response  was,  what  gay  com¬ 
munity?

NATIONAL  GAY  PRISONERS  ALLIANCE 

I  am  writing  you  in  reference  to  inter¬ 
est  in  the  gay  brothers  in  prison,  federal  or 
state.  As  a  chairman  of  the  National  Gay 
Prisoners  Coalition  for  three  years,  I  have 
struggled  for  equal  protection  of  our  rights. 
We  have  managed  to  progress  some,  but 
are  far  from  equality.  The  great  pig  Mr. 
Norman  A.  Carlson.  Director  of  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  Prisons,  has  constantly  denied 
our  recognition,  even  though  we  have  the 
support  of  outside  organizations  and  uni¬ 
versities  and  the  U.S.  Senate. 
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We  represent  an  organization  that  is 
helping  prepare  gay  inmates  for  outside  so¬ 
ciety  and  to  come  out  and  be  themselves. 

We  are  backed  by  several  gay  half-way 
houses  and  these  places  offer  jobs,  counsel¬ 
ling,  housing,  drug  and  alcoholic  programs 
and  many  other  programs  in  gay  prisoners' 
interest.  One  of  these  to  contact  is  Gay 
Community  Service  Center,  1614  Wilshire 
Blvd..  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  900 1 7 ;  Mr.  Mor¬ 
ris  Xight,  Director. 

Wc  try  to  get  understandings  with  offi¬ 
cials  and  gays,  and  have  a  culture  program 
with  outside  visitors  and  spouses,  who  can 
present  films  and  discussions  on  sexual 
behavior,  even  for  non-gays.  In  addition, 
we  have  a  library  of  gay  books  and  mater¬ 
ial  on  past  and  future  developments  and  the 
struggles  of  gay  movements. 

One  of  our  basic  reasons  for  organizing 
is  to  halt  the  discrimination  against  gays  in 
parole  meetings  and  the  assaults  on,  and 
murder  of,  our  gay  brothers.  We  ask  for  less 
harassment  of  gays,  and  equal  rights  of  all 
types,  including  the  right  to  our  own  reli¬ 
gious  services  (as  the  Metropolitan  Com¬ 
munity  Church),  to  be  established  in  the 
prison. 

We  have  attorneys  who  represent  our 
organization.  Anyone  willing  to  organize 
and  come  forth  to  contact  myself.  John 
Gibbs.  No.  86976-132,  Oregon  Dept,  of 
Corrections,  Oregon  State  Prison,  Salem  , 
Ore.,  or  Mr.  Morris  Right  at  the  Los  Ange¬ 
les  address  can  be  informed  of  what  is 
going  on,  N.G.P.C'.’s  way  of  helping  you, 
and  the  way  we  draw  up  by-laws  and  char¬ 
ters.  Voting  occurs  every  six  months,  thus 
allowing  every  person  a  chance  to  be  chair¬ 
man  or  other  office  holder  and  also  take 
a  political  stand. 

My  political  leanings  are  Socialist,  al¬ 
though  1  feel  each  person  is  entitled  to  his 
own  view.  To  my  belief  formed  through 
study,  capitalism  and  fascism  have  held  us 
down  and  in  a  cell  tor  years,  and  the  time 
has  come  to  stand  up  against  the  people 
like  Nixon  and  his  fascist  regime.  My 
vice-chairman  and  close  triend  Ernest  M. 
Valenzuela  was  murdered  in  November 
1973  at  Leavenworth  U.S.  Prison,  one  of 
several  attempts  to  rid  us  of  a  lovely  bro¬ 
ther  devoted  to  the  movement.  1  was 
transferred  here  to  McNeal  Island,  Wash., 
from  Leavenworth.  Also,  I  received  a  let¬ 
ter  from  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Prisons  to  a 
Texas  congressman  stating  that  the  reason 
for  not  allowing  gay  magazines  in  prisons 
is  their  pornography  and  disruption  ot  in¬ 
mates  of  the  prison,  causing  trouble  and 
death  due  to  sex  and  relationships  of  gays 


in  prison.  This  is  the  type  of  outright  lies, 
as  stated  by  the  pigs  of  Washington,  deny¬ 
ing  gay  people  the  right  to  read  what  they 
want  to,  even  educational  and  helpful  pa¬ 
pers.  1  do  get  most  of  my  papers,  through 
a  struggle  that  continues  every  day.  The 
work  goes  on,  and  our  duty  to  help  our¬ 
selves,  others  and  the  movement  against 
these  murders  and  pigs  can’t  stop. 

I  have  asked  for  investigation  of  the 
murder  of  Ernest  Valenzuela  and  other 
actions  by  officials  of  Leavenworth  and 
have  gotten  some  interest  on  the  subject 
from  the  U.S.  Senate.  A.C.L.U.,  and  other 
organizations.  The  A.C.L.U.  now  has  a 
sexual  privacy  project  for  a  class  action  suit 
against  federal  prisons  and  officials  in  be¬ 
half  of  gay  prisoners.  They  ask  all  gay 
brothers  to  send  information  of  any  acts 
of  harassment  or  discrimination  and  denial 
of  any  publications  as  evidence  in  this 
project.  Send  to  Paul  Danels  22  E.  40th 
St..  N.Y.C.,  N.Y.  10016. 

Hopefully  the  gay  brothers  of  all  federal 
prisons  and  state  joints  also  will  nationalize 
the  N.G.P.C..  and  bring  our  movement  to 
a  far-reaching  organization  of  respect  and 
ability  to  help  gay  brothers  and  sisters.

It  is  important  to  realize 
fat  actual  astrology  bears  little  resernb- 
ince  to  “commercial”  astrology  so  popu- 
ir  in  most  newspaper  columns  and  paper- 
ack  guides,  which  is  based  on  the  mere 
sun  sign,”  which  is  only  one  of  the  liter- 
lly  thousands  of  unique  variables  in  each 
fart.  Such  a  basis  for  definition  would 
;  analagous  to  judging  a  person  by  only 
ne  factor  such  as  age,  nationality,  or

ss  accurate. 

A  natal  chart  is  not  fatalistic;  it  merely 
[escribes  potentials,  what  the  entity  may

>ften  not  actualized.  It  shows  strengths 
nd  weaknesses,  life  experiences,  and  diffi- 
ulties.  Free  will  is  the  energy,  but  the 
rise  person  does  not  fight  the  energies  of 
he  universe,  but  flows  with  them. 

In  the  case  of  an  organization  such  as 
jCN,  the  “entity”  is  the  sum  total  of  the 
leople  and  forces  that  are  a  part  of  it.  It 
xists  separate  from  any  individual  factor, 
nd  has  a  “life”  of  its  own. 
leneral  Observations 

The  general  asy metric  diffuse  chart 
planets  spread  equally  through  the  hous- 
s)  shows  balance  and  diversity  of  interest, 
he  lack  of  any  planets  in  earth  signs 
trows  a  certain  lack  of  practicality  and 


stability,  yet  we  shall  see  several  fortunate 
factors  somewhat  offset  this.  The  lack  of 
planets  in  fixed  signs  shows  an  interest  in 
new  areas  of  expression  with  freedom  to 
explore  new  values  and  ideas,  a  fortunate, 
factor  for  a  gay  movement  newspaper.

In  reading  the  great  number  of  factors 
in  a  chart,  many  offset  each  other,  or  make 
qualities  hazy.  The  qualitieswvhich  are  re¬ 
peated  many  times  strongly  are  keys  to  the 
chart  and  are  duly  noted.  In  GCN’s  chart 


there  are  truly  astounding  potentials,  most 
of  which  are  very  directly  tied  with  the 
necessary  qualities  of  a  newspaper  and, 
more  importantly,  of  a  liberation  move¬ 
ment. 

This  chart  shows  a  tremendous  empha¬ 
sis  on  humanitarian  values,  ability  to  per¬ 
ceive  injustice,  understand  human  suffer¬ 
ing  and  need,  aficlcastingoff  out-worn  so¬ 
cial  beliefs.  The  placement  of  Pluto  (  ^  ) 
and  Uranus  (  )fl  )  by  House  and  elevated 
on  the  Midheaven  (M.C.)  are  powerful 
forces  in  this  direction,  as  well  as-^  , 
Sf  1 1  .,  and£t'£ 

Psychic  potentials  are  highly  indicated, 
although  such  powers  are  very  difficult  to 
actualize,  indicated  by  such  factors  as 
$  Asc.,j)X*  f'L.yf,crH  J^Cr,andpl )£( 
These  powers  should  not  be  wasted, 
noting  the  previously  mentioned  communi¬ 
cative  powers  and  the  numerous  references 
to  potential  for  great  impact  on  peoples’ 
opinions,  especially  those  in  positions  of 
authority.  These  forces  are  so  strong,  in 
fact,  that  they  could  become  excessive,  as 
we  shall  see  later,  (J)/ ,  £  7th,  £  7th, 

C 1  3rd,  /)  tC  ,  c  1G  Asc.^A^f  and  M.C.). 

Ability  to  lead  and  succeed  (£?/->£{  , 
CL.  M.C. ,6  cA  ,  if  if  M.C.,  and  Asc.  ,-v 
M.C.),  great  power  to  change  noted  by 
Uranus’  exaltation,  combined  with  sense 
of  justice  (r=U=  10th,  ^  9th,  }j<  9th, 
fc'f  )  and  great  work  perseverence  ( IZ. 

6th,  jit  9th,  £•  6th,  p  6th, ,pA  M.C.) 
add  such  strength  to  this  chart,  that  the 
last  outstanding  quality  of  optimism  and 
good  naturedness  (  &  Asc.,  dl  8th, 

#  12th, )  ff  ,  ff-  2nd,>*$.,fA$  , 
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and  M.C.)  make  the  potential  definitely 
remarkable.  In  all  honesty,  few  charts 
have  such  potential  power  far  humanitar¬ 
ian  goals. 

It  must  be  stated  again  though,  that 
these  are  potentials,  and  do  not  come  by 
waiting.  There  are  also  some  great  ob¬ 
stacles  to  actualization,  as  can  be  seen  in 
an  analysis  of  the  aspect  pattern  of  the 
chart. 


An  Overview 

The  most  difficult  area  of  this  chart 
deals  with  Mars  in  Pisces  ((?)( ).  The  na¬ 
ture  of  Mars  is  sheer  energy,  enthusiasm, 
getting  things  done,  direction  of  efforts. 

Its  placement  in  Pisces  is  difficult  in  itself, 
for  these  energies  become  diffused  in  emo¬ 
tions  of  Piscean  water.  Actualized.  Pisces 
can  exhibit  the  ultimate  spirituality,  but 
my  experience  has  shown  that  water  (Can¬ 
cer,  Scorpio,  Pisces)  or  emotional/spiritual 
potentials  to  be  the  most  difficult  to  fully 
actualize,  yet  perhaps  the  most  rewarding. 
Unactualized,  Pisces  can  exhibit  complete 
indecision,  chaos,  and  lack  of  stability. 
Thus  Mars,  the  source  of  energy  and  direc¬ 
tion,  finds  it  difficult  to  express  itself  in 
the  open,  buoyant,  positive  way  it  natural¬ 
ly  does. 

Combine  this  with  severely  difficult 
aspects  from  the  ascendant,  sun,  Saturn 
and  Pluto,  (  -\Si  ,  ot/T  c  ,oTn 
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weak  to  non-existent  “easy”  aspects,  and 
the  difficulty  is  intensified.  Although  the 
chart’s  ability  to  work  and  persevere  have 
been  noted,  decision  on  what  to  do  and 
how  to  do  it  must  be  made  first;  and  this 
configuration  does  little  to  aid  in  that  pro¬ 
cess.  Adrift  in  indecision  and  confusion, 
ienergies  can  be  wasted  unless  great  effort 
lis  made  to  direct  these  energies,  avoid  se- 
Icretiveness,  and  release  built-up  emotions 
before  they  explode. 

One  of  the  two  weak  “ease”  aspects  to 
our  beleaguered  Mars,  which  would  norm¬ 
ally  indicate  a  “way  out”  or  way  to  deal 
with  the  problem,  is  a  trine  )  to  Mer¬ 
cury  conjunct  Venus  in  7th  house  Cancer 
(^<^£  ©  7th).  While  the  conjunction 
itself  denotes  unity  of  mind  and  emotion, 
a  definite  aid,  its  location  in  another  water 
sign,  Cancer,  complicates  an  obvious  meth¬ 
od  of  actualizing  the  Mars  energy.  Cancer 
imparts  empathy,  compassion  and  sensi¬ 
tivity  to  the  mind/emotion  quality,  but 
does  little  to  give  direction  to  Mars’  ener¬ 
gy,  and  can  actually  add  to  the  indecision 
and  confusion.  The  only  relief  would  be  to 
use  the  finely  tooled  mental  capacity  of 
Mercury  to  rationally  think  out  problems 
and  solutions  before  acting  hastily  and 
wasting  energy,  but  combination  of  Mer¬ 
cury/Venus  mind  and  emotional  union  will 
make  objectivity  difficult. 

The  other  “ease”  trine  to  Mars,  another 
conjunction,  Moon  and  Neptune  (  ) 

is  equally  as  unstable,  the  moon  being  the 
natural  ruler  and  thus  similar  to  Cancer, 
and  Neptune  being  the  ruler  of  Pisces.  A 
salvation  is  that  it  is  placed  in  Sagittarius 
(at  last  a  fire  sign)  much  more  suitable  to 
the  Mars  energy.  Placement  in  the  eleventh 
house  also  alludes  to  some  aid  from 
friends  or  associations,  who  may  be  instru¬ 
mental  in  giving  some  guidance  to  con¬ 
structive  ways  to  expand  the  energies  of 
the  newspaper.  Several  other  aspects 
(  J5(  7th.  dlt  10th,  DV  1 1  th)  reinforce 
this  source  of  friends  when  they  are  most 
needed.and  would  prove  to  be  most  in¬ 
structive. 

That  Wonderful  Uranus 

If  Mars  is  the  weakness  in  the  GCN 


chart,  then  Uranus  is  the  great  strength. 
Conjunct  the  Midheaven,  an  elevated  and 
important  position  denoting  “success”  or 
public  standing,  Uranus,  the  powerful 
planet  of  change,  often  dubbed  “the  revo¬ 
lutionary”  is  in  a  position  of  great  power. 
This  force,  able  to  break  through  the 
bounds  of  law,  society, and  aged  beliefs, 
portends  the  power  necessary  for  GCN  to 
accomplish  much  in  the  change  of  socie¬ 
ty’s  beliefs  and  treatment  of  gay  people. 

The  planet  Pluto,  located  in  the  same 
house  and  sign,  adds  authority  and  unus¬ 
ual  understanding  to  this,  and  intensifies 
the  potential  for  humanitarian  success. 

Another  omen  of  difficulty  which 
should  be  consciously  avoided  is  shown  by 
difficult  aspects  from  these  planets  to  the 
sun/Saturn  and  Mercury/Venus  conjunc¬ 
tions.  Here  lies  the  potential  to  abuse  this 
power  by  self-righteousness,  dogmatism, 
and  sheer  overkill.  Although  GCN  may 
think  it  knows  “the  answer,”  and  the 
Uranus/Pluto  significance  would  tend  to 
lend  support  to  the  belief  that  it  actually 
does,  tact  and  diplomacy  are  extremely 
necessary.  Humility  and  kindness  must  not 
be  lost  in  an  over-zealous  crusade. 

To  end  on  a  positive  note,  Jupiter,  the 
planet  of  luck,  abundance,  and  ease,  is 
also  very  well  placed  and  aspected.  Lo¬ 
cated  in  the  second  house  of  money  and 
material  matters,  with  only  strong  “ease” 
aspects  to  the  Midheaven  and  Uranus,  fi¬ 
nances  should  not  become  a  serious  prob¬ 
lem.  Care  must  be  taken  not  to  abuse  this 
strength  by  taking  it  for  granted  or  it  will 
backfire. 

With  all  this  talk  of  strengths  and  weak¬ 
nesses.  case  and  difficulty,  it  must  be 
noted  that  all  charts  have  a  mixture  of 
both  qualities.  The  strengths  must  be  used 
wisely  and  the  weaknesses  worked  on.  The 
real  power  comes  from  difficulties  over¬ 
come  successfully.  Just  as  the  strengths 
are  merely  potentials,  the  weaknesses  are 
not  fated,  but  arc  there  to  be  overcome. 

Future 

The  use  of  transits,  or  the  movement  of 
planets  at  the  present  in  relation  to  the  lo¬ 


cation  at.  birth,  can  be  an  indicator  of  how 
this  whole  plan  unfolds  over  the  years. 
While  this  can  be  misused  to  overly  simp¬ 
lify  life  by  predicting  events  fatalistically, 
it  can  be  used  beneficially  to  analyze 
trends  and  the  entity’s  success  at  working 
out  the  difficulties. 

Transit  work  with  a  chart  only  one  year 
old  is  difficult  because  of  the  lack  of 
movement  of  the  slower  planets,  the  lack 
of  opportunity  to  study  past  cycles  and 
ascertain  how  the  entity  uses  the  type' of 
energy  signified  by  each  planet. 

However,  ini  quickly  looking  at  near 
future  transits,  several  stand  out  as  import¬ 
ant,  even  though  the  exact  effect  is  not  as 
reliable  as  those  of  an  “older”  chart  which 
has  been  studied  and  whose  use  or  misuse 
of  these  energies  can  be  sensed. 

In  mid  March  of  1975,  the  planet  Nep¬ 
tune  will  retrograde  on.the’exact  degree 
of  a  sextile  with  GCN’s  natal  Jupiter 

This  will  cause  Neptune  to  be¬ 
come  stationery  (from  our  geocentric  per¬ 
spective)  for  several  weeks  on  this  exact 
degree,  and  is  of  such  importance  that  some 
effect  will  be  felt.  By  the  qualities  of  the 
planets,  aspect,  and  houses,  it  would  most 
probably  be  some  ty  pe  of  recognition  or 
success,  deriving  from  past  activity,  and  it 
should  affect  the  material  wealth  of  GCN. 

There  are  several  other  important  tran¬ 
sits  in  the  coming  year,  but  none  is  as  cfef- 
inite  as  the  aspecting  of  Neptune  and  Ju¬ 
piter,  and  there  are  offsetting  factors  for 
each.  Until  past  transits  are  studied  for 
results,  accurate  predictions  would  be  fool¬ 
ish,  at  least  for  me. 

Again,  comments,  observations,  or  per¬ 
sonal  interpretations  are  urged. 
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INTRODUCTION

The  purpose  will  be  to  list  all  of  the  events  and  information  of  interest  to 
the  gay  community  in  one  publication.  This  will  not  be  a  literary  publication. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  several  already  serving  the  community.  We  feel 
weekly  publication  will  be  necessary  to  fill  this  need  for  quick  current  information. 

This  newsletter  is  published  in  cooperation  with  the  n.any  gay  organiza¬ 
tions  in  the  area,  with  special  starting  financial  support  from  the  lvleetinghouse 
Coffeehouse  and  the  Charles  Street  Meetinghouse. 

The  necessity  of  being  self-supporting  will  require  a  small  donation  for 
the  newsletter.  Distrioution  has  not  yet  Deen  completely  worked  out,  but  we  anti¬ 
cipate  that  a  large  portion  of  this  will  be  through  suoscription.  (Note  subscription 
form  on  the  following  page).

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ented,  attempted  to  include  notices  of  all 
events),  the  community  was  left  with  sev¬ 
eral  intra-organizational  newsletters  put 
out  by  D.O.B.,  and  M.C.C.  (which 

dealt  mostly  with  organizational  affairs 
and  were  not  widely  circulated  outside  of 
the  group),  and  the  several  publications 
with  monthly-or-less  frequency,  Fag  Rag, 
Focus,  and  Gayline.  Although  nothing  con¬ 
crete  was  decided  at  the  meeting,  the  need 
for  weekly  communication  of  events  and 
activities  to  the  entire  community  was  the 
agreed  upon  objective.  Several  ideas  were 
thrown  around,  including  acquiring  a  reg¬ 
ular  column  in  the  Phoenix  or  Real  Paper, 
increasing  circulation  of  one  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  newsletters,  or  starting  a  new  news¬ 
letter. 

The  second  meeting,  held  shortly  be¬ 
fore  Gay  Pride  Week,  1973,  on  June  13th, 
is  considered  the  birth  of  the  present 
G.C.N.  At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to 
publish  a  weekly  Gay  Community  News¬ 
letter  with  the  Charles  Street  Meeting¬ 
house  offering  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
first  four  issues.  Ian  Johnson,  previously 
uninvolved  politically  in  the  gay  commu¬ 
nity,  was  conned  into  being  in  charge  of 
getting  out  the  first  issue  (which  appeared 
three  days  later),  a  responsibility  which 
was  to  last  until  October. 

The  two  page  mimeo  newsletter  grew 
above  expectations  as  the  small  staff  of 
less  than  a  dozen  toiled  in  the  back  room 
of  the  Meetinghouse,  between  the  kitchen 
and  the  ice  machine,  with  Tom  Morganti 
spending  an  entire  day  running  the  mimeo 
machine,  putting  out  an  8  page  newsletter. 

By  the  third  week  of  publication,  Ellen 
B.  Davis,  the  present  news  editor,  had 
joined  the  staff,  having  just  come  out  at 
Gay  Pride  Week.  Due  to  the  mammoth 
task  of  mimeographing,  the  decision  was 
made  to  change  to  offset  printing,  and 
Bob  Getz  of  Two  Penny  Press  was  a  for¬ 
tunate  selection  because  of  all  the  advice 
he  gave  a  Bunch  of  people  who  had  little 
idea  of  what  they  were  doing.  A  grand 
total  of  $30  had  been  raised  on  the  first 
three  issues,  and  the  new  printing  expense 
brought  weekly  costs  up  to  almost  $100 
per  issue.  Generous  donations,  primarily 

from  the  staff,  covered  costs  until  subscrip¬ 
tions  and  paid  circulation  began  bringing 
in  some  profits. 

Issue  No.  4,  dated  July  12,  1973,  came 
out  as  a  4  page  offset,  the  name  changed 
to  Gay  Community  News,  and  we  were  so 
proud.  This  issue  carried  the  first  mast¬ 
head,  or  credits,  and  the  present  staff  of 
GCN  which  date  back  to  that  issue,  be¬ 
sides  Ian,  Tom  and  Ellen,  include  Dave 
Peterson,  John  Kyper,  Ginny  Collins. (un¬ 
der  the  name  Susan  Phillips),  Mike  Rubin¬ 
stein,  and  Marty  Wander.  Also  listed  but 
no  longer  with  the  paper  were:  John  Wil¬ 
liams,  Alice  Ann  Williams,  Erich  Schlo- 
man,  Danny  Greco,  Eric  W.,  Ralph  Green 
and  William  Canfield. 

By  October,  the  original  19  organiza¬ 
tions  listed  on  the  Quick  Gay  Guide  had 
increased  to  3 1 ,  GCN  became  8  pages  and 
many  staff  were  added  (from  No.  4’s  15 
to  30  staffers).  Ian,  as  editor,  still  had 
complete  responsibility  for  content,  staf¬ 


fing,  production,  and  growth  of  the  paper, 
and  although  he  had  said  he  couldn’t  con¬ 
tinue  several  times  in  the  last  months, 
push  came  to  shove,  and  he  refused  to 
continue  in  that  capacity.  It  was  decided 
that  the  task  was  impossible  for  one  per¬ 
son,  much  less  as  a  volunteer,  so  the  Gov¬ 
erning  Board,  the  decision  making  body 
which  is  made  up  of  all  of  the  staff,  re¬ 
organized  the  paper,  dividing  up  responsi¬ 
bility  into  manageable  parts.  Dave  Peter¬ 
son  and  Mitch  Morgan  were  made  Manag¬ 
ing  Editors,  Ellen  B.  became  News  Editor, 
and  Ian  became  Feature  Editor.  Other 
areas  of  the  paper  were  organized,  with 
Dee  Whitehandling  subscriptions,  Marty 
Wander  layout,  Ginny  Collins  advertising, 
Mike  Procunier  classifieds,  and  Dave 
Stryker  production. 

Under  the  reorganization,  the  paper 
flourished  and  paid  circulation  soon  reach¬ 
ed  1000  copies  per  week,  with  the  special 
Christmas  issue  of  16  pages.  This  issue 
covered  a  two  week  period  and  marks  the 
only  lapse  in  GCN’s  one  year  record  of 
weekly  publication. 

By  March  of  1974,  the  organization 
had  again  become  unwieldy.  Now,  instead 
of  one  full  time  person  with  too  much 
responsibility,  four  were  in  this  situation, 
and  could  not  continue  full  time  without 
a  living  income.  The  growth  of.the  paper 
also  necessitated  some  central  person  to 
coordinate  the  whole  paper  again,  since 
communication  within  the  paper,  as  well 
as  cooperation,  were  suffering.  At  this 
time  “That’s  not  MY  department”  became 
the  unofficial  slogan  of  GCN.  To  make 
matters  worse,  the  limited  space  in  the 
back  room  of  the  Meetinghouse  was  be¬ 
coming  a  madhouse,  and  it  was  becoming 
impossible  to  function. 

At  this  time,  in  late  March,  the  Govern¬ 
ing  Board  made  another  crucial  decision 
which  was  based  on  equal  measures  of 
determination  and  optimism.  It  was  de¬ 
cided  to  hire  a  paid  staff  consisting  of  full¬ 
time  publisher  and  office  manager,  and 
half-time  news  editor  and  advertising 
manager;  rent  suitable  office  space,  and 
raise  the  quality  and  size  of  GCN  so  that 
it  could  increase  circulation  and  advertis¬ 
ing.  It  was  voted  to  embark  on  this  ven¬ 
ture  by  raising  the  estimated  capital 
necessary  through  a  “Make  It  Happen” 
campaign  with  a  $6000  goal. 

Ian  was  hired  as  publisher,  Ellen  B.  as 
news  editor,  Barbara  Piccirilli  as  office 
manager,  and  Nancy  Burnet  as  ad  man¬ 
ager,  a  job  she  took  over  from  Dave  De- 
neef,  who  had  filled  that  capacity  for 
many  months.  Salaries  were  (and  still  are) 
at  the  impressive  rate,  of  $60  full  time,  $30 
half  time.  Shortly  thereafter,  GCN 
moved  to  its  own  offices  on  the  second 
floor  of  22  Bromfield  St.,  the  paper  grew 
to  12  pages  newsprint  (we  had  to  leave  our 
dear  friends  at  Two  Penny  and  gain  new 
ones  at  National  Press)  while  morale  and 
the  number  of  staff  grew  quickly. 

By  May,  Ronnie  Arruda  took  over  as 
office  manager,  the  news  editorship  under 
Ellen  B.  was  made  full-time,  Satya  be¬ 
came  assistant  office  manager,  and  Nancy 
Burnet  became  the  half-time  Feature  Edi¬ 
tor,  leaving  theotherhalf  of  her  responsi¬ 
bilities  as  ad  manager  to  Dave  Deneef  and 
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later  to  Ed  Rose.  Marion  Tholander  was 
also  made  circulation  manager.  The  most 
recent  change  is  a  vote  to  make  Ian  half¬ 
time  business  manager,  by  request,  to  get 
finances  in  shape,  which  leaves  the  pub- 
lishership  to  be  filled  in  July. 

Now  in  June,  loans  and  donations  to 
the  tune  of  $2481  and  $1812  respectively 
have  been  raised,  a  standard  16  page  edi¬ 
tion  is  almost  definite,  our  total  circula¬ 
tion  is  some  2200,  with  subscriptions  at 
500  and  bulk  distribution  at  1200.  Sub¬ 
scriptions  and  distribution  range  geo¬ 
graphically  all  the  way  to  Oregon,  Missi- 
sippi,  and  Canada,  with  the  bulk  in  New 
England.  Incorporation  proceedings  are 


now  under  way,  and  through  the  hard 
work  (and  play)  of  many,  many  people, 
GCN  has  become  firmly  established  as  a 
medium  of  communication  and  direction 
in  the  gay  community  as  well  as  a  voice 
in  the  straight  community. 

So  now,  in  the  second  year,  with  many 
future  developments  to  come,  GCN  wishes 
to  welcome  all  interested  persons  and  ex¬ 
tends  an  invitation  to  all  those  who  can 
contribute  in  time  or  financially  to  enable 
the  paper  to  continue  to  serve  tiie  com¬ 
munity.  It  has  been  such  a  complete 
community  effort  that  we  all  have  cause 
to  be  proud.

I 
say  Yes  to  life,  for  not  to  affirm  life  is  to 
embrace  death. 

I  believe  that  I  have  been  placed  on  this 
earth  to  fulfil  two  primary  tasks  as  best  I 
can:  to  love,  and  to  create. 

I  believe  in  brotherhood,  the  fulfilment 
of  love  and  creation. 

I  believe  in  gayness  as  a  renewal  of  the 
spirit,  a  catalytic  force  which  can  sum¬ 
mon  our  latent  talents  and  abilities  to 
work  for  the  larger  good  of  humankind. 

1  believe  that  each  gay  person  has  the 
right  to  his  or  her  own  history,  timing, 
and  life-style.  I  will  never  knowingly  op¬ 
press  my  fellow  gays  by  setting  up  my  own 
pattern  as  the  standard  of  what  is  right  for 
them. 

I  believe  that  I  have  more  to  learn  than 
to  teach,  more  to  receive  graciously  than 


to  give,  more  to  value  than  to  produce.  I 
count  my  life  worth  while  to  the  degree 
that  I  am  able  to  extend  to  others  a  small 
portion  of  what  has  been  given  to  me. 

I  believe  in  the  word  of  hope,  in  the 
act  of  kindness,  in  the  touch  of  friendship, 
extended  in  love  10  my  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters,  and  to  those  whom  I  have  not  yet 
learned  are  my  brothers  and  sisters. 

I  believe  in  the  beauty  of  nature  and  of 
human  creation,  in  the  beauty  of  mind  as 
well  as  of  body,  in  the  beauty  of  person- 
hood  more  than  of  outward  appearance. 

I  believe  that  the  world  can  be  made  more 
beautiful,  and  that  you  can  make  it  beyond 
beautiful  for  me. 

I  believe  in  the  world  we  must  create 
together,  a  world  in  which  gays  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  as  whole  persons,  in  which  no  gay 
will  have  to  undergo  those  agonies  of  the 
spirit  and  the  flesh  which  our  generation 
has  known,  in  which  pain  and  loneliness 
will  be  eased  by  the  redeeming  presence  of 
the  concerned. 

I  believe  in  the  transforming  power  of 
goodness,  in  the  unity  of  humankind,  in 
the  communion  of  brothers  and  sisters,  in 
the  remission  of  evil  and  suffering,  in  the 
renaissance  of  the  spirit,  and  in  the  peace¬ 
able  kingdom  to  come.
